When you hit the humps at speed you 
basically fly over them hurtling over other drivers that are 
on the road. This looks really cool when you’re being 
chased by the cops and they end up crashing trying to 
keep up with you... fantastic!

PL/ff*: Why choose Driver over other racing games? 

Lee; That’s a bit of a difficult question as Driver differs 
from all other driving games.
